Democrats Campaign 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - The Texas 
Democratic Party plans to register as 
many voters as possible in hopes of 
unseating Sen. John Tower, D-Tex., in 
1978. 
State Democratic chairman Calvin 
Guest Tuesday said more than 50,000 
Texas Democrats would be contacted 
by telephone during a four-week 
period and asked to make small 
contributions. Guest said the party 
hoped to raise more than $30,000 


during the campaign. 
“Our No. I priority in raising money 
is to defeat John Tower and replace 
him with someone who will effectively 
represent the majority of the people of 
Texas,” Guest told a news conference. 
But the state chairman said the 
money raised during the campaign 
would not be given to the Democratic 
candidate who challenges Tower.

Balloonist 
Still Trying 
For Europe 


CAMP SPRINGS, Md. (UPI) — Two 
Colorado men trying to become the 
first balloonists to make the 3,000-mile 
transAtlantic trip to Europe hope to 
increase their altitude today to catch 
easterly winds that will carry them 
toward the continent. 
Washington m eteorologist Bob 
Bundgard, who is tracking the 
balloonists, said the Nimbus satellite 
located the helium balloon “Eagle” 
about 175 miles south of Halifax, Nova 
Scotia Tuesday. 
Dewey Reinhard, 47, an amateur 
pilot and appliance repair shop 
tycoon, is piloting the silver-and-black 
balloon. 
His 
co-pilot, 
Steve 
Stephenson, 44, is a pilot but this is his 
first ballooning venture. Both men are 
from Colorado Springs. 
Reinhard’s wife Jean said Pan 
American Airlines relayed a message 
advising the balloonists to drop an­ 
chor Tuesday night before increasing 
altitude in an attempt to catch winds 
that will carry them eastward today. 
The men plan to be aloft for five 
days and land near Ireland.

Despite a Tuesday night televised 
report, 
Plano 
police 
have 
no 
knowledge that illegal aliens were 
bought and sold in the department’s 
lobby. 
Chief Duane Kinsey believes the 
department was “set up” by the 
Dallas station for one of a series of 
programs on migrant problems. 
The station aired claims bv a Dallas 
woman that she “bought back” four 
illegal aliens from an East Texas 
rancher. 
The woman said she paid the man 
$400 in the lobby of the Police and 
Courts Building Sunday night at about 
9 p.m. 
Kinsey said today that he is aware 
money changed hands, but he stressed 
that the department has no way of 
knowing what the money was for- 
transportation costs as claimed by the 
rancher or a purchase price for the 
aliens as stated by the Dallas woman. 
The chief said he referred the in­ 
cident to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service because 
“if any law was broken it was a 
federal offense.” 
The Justice Department agencies 
have nothing to go on, however, since 
the woman has now withdrawn her 
accusation and declined to testify. 
None of the aliens allegedly involved 
will talk to authorities either, ac­ 
cording to Kinsey. 


“We first became aware of the 
situation Sunday at 4 p.m. when an 11- 
year-old boy called to report threats 
by a Dallas woman,” Kinsey ex­ 
plained. “He told us there was a 
dispute over illegal aliens who worked 
on his family’s ranch and that he was 
afraid. 
“We sent an officer to see the Plano 
youngster and in the meantime we 
received 
a 
call 
from 
a 
Dallas 
woman,” he continued. “She said 
there was a dispute over aliens and 
asked if she could meet this man from 
Plano in our lobby. She did not 
mention anything about buying 
aliens.” 
Kinsey said dispatchers on duty 
witnessed the transfer of money, but 
he 
stressed 
that 
they 
have no 
knowledge of why the money was 
exchanged. 


Personnel told the chief that the 
Plano man and his wife left the station 
after receiving the money and that the 
Dallas woman left to immediately 
return with a television crew. 
“Apparently we were set up,” 
Kinsey continued. “ Things were 
obviously distorted in last night’s 
report. They imply that their pictures 
show the lobby as the incident oc- 
cured, but that’s not true. 
“They came in here yesterday 
afternoon to take those pictures and 
the people shown were not even on 
duty Sunday,” he stressed. “They 
asked to talk to our employees and I 
refused 
until 
the 
FBI 
and 
Immigration could be contacted. 


“ I have two questions,” he ex­ 
plained “First, I don't know that a 
law has been broken and second, I 
don't think it could be proven. I’m 
concerned if human beings are being 
bought and sold, but these people are 
asking protection from the govern­ 
ment whose laws they violated and 


men refusing to cooperate. 
"We never saw the aliens in­ 
volved,' Kinsey stressed, “ But I ve 
been told by another source that they 
won t come forward I don’t object at 
all if this thing is carried through to a 
violation, but I’m not sure one took 
place ”

Part of Sun 
Blocked Out 
By Eclipse

The moon cruised into position 
today to block out the sun and bring 
darkness in the afternoon to much of 
the Western Hemisphere 
The conjunction will cause a partial 
eclipse, of varying degree, throughout 
the United States, including Hawaii 
and Alaska, Mexico and Central 
America and much of Canada and 
northern South America 
Scientists set sail days ago for the 
long, thin strip of the Pacific Ocean 
where the eclipse is total It angles 
southeastw ard 
from 
the 
North 
Pacific, passing just north of the 
Hawaiian islands and extends for 700 
miles into central Colombia 
The partial eclipse zone ranges 
from easternmost Siberia and Alaska 
to much of Western Canada, a 
southern strip of eastern Canada, and 
south to the Carribean and central 
South America. 
Astronomers and ophthalmalogists 
cautioned against gazing directly at 
the sun with unprotected eyes, which 
can cause partial or complete blind­ 
ness. Sunglasses, smoked glass, dark 
photo negatives and other simple light 
uimming devices are inadequate 
protection, they warned 
The ultraviolet rays in even the 
reduced amount of sunlight can cause 
partial or complete blindness by 
burning 
optic 
nerves 
beyond 
recovery, warned Ronald Oriti of the 
Griffith Observatory in Los Angeles. 
The time of the eclipse varies ac 
cording to location and time zone, 
falling generally between midday and 
late afternoon

THE UTILITARIANS 
AND DETERRENCE 
A ccording 
to 
the 
u t i l i t a r i a n 
p h i l o s o p h e r 
J e re m y 
B e n th a m , 
the 
criminal law, like all human 
institutions, 
should 
be 
fashioned to yeild 
" t h e 
greatest happiness” —or the 
least unhappiness—for the 
community. 
The threat of punishment, 
u tilita ria n s 
hope, 
would 
d eter a ratio n al 
person 
tempted to break the law 
Hence that threat reduces 
the misery and insecurity 
wrought by crime. 
A utilitarian, appraising 
the value of legal punish 
ment, is like an individual 
co n tem p latin g a 
painful 
dental procedure. By sub­ 
mitting to pain now, the 
dental patient avoids greater 
pain in the future. 
The 
u tilita ria n 
views 
punishment 
in 
a 
sim ilar 
fashion: by inflicting misery 
on criminals now, society 
p rev en ts

misery to potential victims 
of crime. 
Many persons m easure the 
success—or failure—of legal

According to K ant’s prin­ 
ciple of humanity, a person 
should never be used merely 
as a m eans to an end 
Punishment, declares the 
r e t r i b u t i v i s t , 
s h o u l d

c o mmu n i t y . 
C rim inals 
should be punished because 
they deserve it, and for no 
other reason.

punishment is administered 
not to take vengeance but to 
balance the scales of justice.

She’s accustomed to going 
unrecognized, 
fostering 
anonymity as passionately 
as Farrah Fawcett seeks the 
limelight. 
When the scene for “ House 
Calls” was completed on the 
hot, smoggy street, Matthau 
shuffled off to his trailer 
dressing room.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President Carter has been 
moving in new directions to 
reduce black joblessness, to 
encourage minority business 
enterprise and to slash 
paperwork coming out of 
Washington. 
There is no question that 
the President has had a rude 
awakening concerning the 
unemployment 
problem 
among black youths. Black 
leaders had been trying to 
tell him, first gently, then in 
harsher 
language 
that 
criticized his administration 
for callousness. 
The 
President’s 
first 
reaction to blunt charges by 
Vernon Jordan, 
executive 
secretary of the Urban 
League, 
was to 
accuse 
Jordan of denying the poor 
hope for the future. “I have 
no apologies to m ake,” 
Carter said in defense of the 
programs he has already 
gotten on the books in terms 
of stimulating jobs youth and 
providing public service 
work. 
But then Carter got a look 
at the latest Bureau of Labor 
Statistics figures and he 
became alarmed at their 
portent. He met with the 
C o n g r e ssio n a l 
B la ck 
Caucus, told members he 
was

to

problem, and moved closer 
to 
backing the full

ployment bill. A Cabinet- 
level group soon will report

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Sewer Worker Has Interesting Job

DENVER (UPI) — Leo 
Romero’s world is right 
down there where the sun 
never shines. Leo, you see, 
cleans sewers. 
A flush here, a shower 
there, any time of day, it’s 
the same old stuff to Leo, so 
to speak. Pull a manhole and 
it flows on by, from trickle at 
dawn to roar at noon, 
sometimes so fast “you can’t 
see the toilet paper.’’ 
Leo is an unsung keeper of 
the pipe, 1,500 miles of it, 
layered 
like 
spaghetti 
beneath the city of 1.5 
million persons. Floating 
shoebox-sized TV cameras 
through the sludge ahead of 
them, Leo’s men scour, wash 
and pump to keep the gar­ 
bage flowing. 
And when it’s shoptalk 
time, they joke about finds in 
their throwaway world — 
barbecue grills, pressure 
cookers, canned food, and 
the pernicious chicken fat 
over there on the corner of 
Kentucky 
and 
Federal, 
where Colonel Sanders is 
pushing out the fryers. The 
fat oozes its way into the 
pipes. 
“It is all right when it’s hot 
but when it gets to an open 


(sewer) 
area, 
it 
just 
congeals,’’ said Leo. “That's 
a 
problem. 
It 
blocks 
everything. It can get pretty 
bad, anywhere you have a lot 
of fast food restaurants and 
big motels.” 
Leo scrambled backwards 
down a manhole over by The 
Denver Post some years ago 
and 
cam e 
up 
with 
a 
hangover. In this case, the 
sewer was intoxicating with 
vapors of chemicals used to 
clean the presses. 
“I guarantee you, you go 
down there and you’ll come 
up stoned,” he said. “You’ve 
never been happier in your 
life. It has something to do 
with the solvents, I guess.” 
Then there are the 16th 
Street cockroaches, some 
albino from lack of sun, that 
coat the manhole walls like 
grease. When you climb 
down the rungs, the insects 
move and 
give the im­ 
pression 
the 
walls 
are 
spinning. 
“I mean they’re big,” said 
Leo, 38, pulling open his 
thumb and forefinger about 
two inches. “This big. You 
go down there and the 
cockroaches start moving. 
You think the sewer’s tur­ 
ning. They think they’ve got

it good down there.” 
Seventeen years ago, Leo 
took a job in Denver trim­ 
ming trees in city parks. 
That lasted until a job 
opened in sewer m ain­ 
tenance and he’s been there 
ever since. He now is one of 
four district foremen in 
wastewater 
management. 
When Leo started in the 
sewers, work was done with 
fishpole-long wooden sticks 
with blades at one end. He 
could climb down a manhole, 
peer into a pipe and use the 
rod to cut offending tree 
roots that had grown through 
cracks and plugged the 
tunnels. 
Now his men use thick 
rubber 
hoses 
squirting 
pressurized w ater, giant 
vacuum cleaners attached to 
motors and a “roder” boom 
with whirring hooks and 
cutting edges. If Leo doesn’t 
think you can handle the 
equipment, you don’t use it. 
A roder snapped out of a 
sewer and snaked back up a 
manhole a month or so ago 
when 
its 
tension 
was 
released. The hook gaffed a 


crewman in the back like a 
fish. 
The flusher squirts 
water at 1,200 pounds per 
square inch and can drill a 
hole in your finger 
in 
seconds. 
Nowadays as forem an, 
Leo bounces through the city 
in a white pickup truck, 


manhole to manhole, armed 
with 
snapshots 
of 
troublesome roots, rocks or 
whatever, clicked by the TV 
camera that maintenance 
crews have floated through 
the pipe. 
Through the streets he 
drives, a few dark curls 


below

hardhat that’s just a bit too 
small. He wears faded, 
orange rubber boots and 
walks on the balls of his feet 
which gives him a touch of 
swagger.

Health ’s-A-Poppin ’

Can what happens in a 
human newborn infant’s first 
m inutes and hours have 
special importance for future 
parent-child 
relationships? 
There’s evidence pointing 
that way, says Howard 
Hansen, M.D., who heads the 
Division of Psychiatry at 
Childrens Hospital of Los 
Angeles. That’s why he be­ 
lieves that it’s in the best 
interests of the baby and 
parents to spend some un­ 
interrupted time together as 
soon as possible after birth. 
“ Findings indicate this 
may be a so-called ‘sensitive 
period’ which especially 
favors forming close parent- 
child bonds,” he explained. 
“Newborns play an active 
part 
in 
the attachm ent 
process. Drs. Klaus and 
Kennell, 
authors 
of 
‘Maternal-Infant 
Bonding,’ 
described this need for inter­ 
action as ‘You can’t love a 
dishrag.’” 
Eye contact and body 
movement are two important 
ways an infant responds to 
Mom and Dad. Newborns 
may be more up to this in 
their first hour of life than for 
hours or days to come. 
It’s been dem onstrated, 
Klaus and Kennell report, 
that an infant can see, 
that he has visual pref­ 
erences, and that he will turn 
his head to the spoken word, 
all in the first hour of life.” 
Babies have been observed to 
spend most of that hour in the 
“quiet, alert” state of con­ 


sciousness. But after that, 
baby may be in this state of 
responsiveness for as little as 
seconds at a time. 
Aware of the importance of 
eye contact in this first meet­ 
ing between parents and 
baby, some doctors postpone 
the 
adm inistration 
of 
medicated eye drops until 
after this encounter takes 
place. 
Holding a newborn and 
breastfeeding are part of the 
attachm ent process, too. 
Such positions place baby 
about twelve inches from its 
parent. Interestingly, this is 
“... the distance at which in­ 
fants can best focus on an ob­ 
ject.” 
Another fascinating ob­ 
servation, by researchers 
Condon and Sander, is of a 
“mating dance” in which 
newborns actually “ ... move 
in time with the structure of 
adult speech.” 
Hansen and other experts 
feel such evidence is one 
more reason to be cautious 
about medicating mothers 
during delivery. This may 
make a baby more sluggish 
and also affect how soon a 
mother can start caring for 
her infant. 
Many hospitals now have 
rooming-in arrangements so 
mother and baby can spend 
more time together and Mom 
can be more involved in its 
care from the first. Hansen 
says some obstetricians are 
now interested in creating 
homelike units within the 


hospital where even siblings 
can be a part. 
Mom’s chances of forming 
close affectional ties with her 
infant are apt to be better the 
more at ease she is about ar­ 
rangem ents 
for 
labor, 
delivery and the care of her 
family in her absence. 
“We believe the mother- 
infant relationship is the 
beginning of all relationships, 
of the infant’s awareness of a 
world beyond its own body 
and self,” Hansen continued. 
“The first link to that is the 
mothering person and the 
nurturing quality of the 
environment. Some of this 
may come from the father 
and even the siblings.” 
“We know,” he said, “that 
children who haven’t had an 
opportunity to bond are more 
likely 
to 
be 
abused 
physically, 
psychologically 
or both. They may even invite 
battering. And they in turn 
may grow up to abuse their 
own children.” 
“But a good mothering 
experience m axim izes a 
person’s 
potential 
for 
emotional expression and 
even intellectual develop­ 
m ent. Closeness between 
parents and baby, beginning 
at birth, may bring family 
and personal benefits for 
years to come.”

gement. 
While visitors looking for a 
particular poster might feel 
overwhelmed by the for­ 
midable stacks, all they need 
to do is ask Neeley, 30, or his 
two partners — his brother, 
Tim, 22, and Steve Polwort, 
25. One of them can im­ 
mediately tell whether the 
poster is in stock and its 
likely location in the store. 
The Neeleys and Polwort 
know their merchandise be­ 
cause many of the rare 
posters come from their 
private collections. 
The 
posters the store buys in bulk 
lots from distributors in­ 
clude 
those 
aim ed 
at 
followers of current fads as 
well as the serious collector. 
They cover the whole 
range of film entertainment 
and advertise 
films 
of 
Humphrey Bogart, Elvis 
Presley, Laurel and Hardy, 
Clark 
Gable, 
B arbra 
Streisand, Bruce Lee, Clint 
Eastwood and scores of 
others. 
“ It seems every actor has 
a following of his own,” 
Jerry Neeley said. “Then 
there are people who collect 
anything dealing with a 
particular movie or a movie 
series, like the James Bond 
films or, right now, ‘Star 
Wars.’” 
The store tries to fill the 
need by selling, in addition to 
posters, 
paperback 
books 
about movies and stars, 


motion picture sound track 
albums, 
film 
publicity 
photos, movie lobby cards 
and 
the 
city ’s 
largest 
selection of specialized and 
general film magazines. 
“People enjoy a movie and 
when they go home, they 
want to have something as a 
rem em brance,’’ 
Neeley 
said. 
Where do poster buyers 
plaster their purchases? 
“The most likely place is 
on a bedroom wall,” Polwort 
said. 
“ Some 
people 
redecorate their basements 
with them. Others have them 
in their offices.” 
Polwort and the Neeleys 
disdain the commercially 
produced movie star posters 
sold in department stores. 
The Movie Collectables’ 
posters are the same ones 
theaters display on their 
walls. They also sell for 
more — sometimes much 
more — than ordinary store 
posters. 
However, the Neeleys said 
they charge less than similar 
film specialty stores in 
Chicago, New York and Los 
Angeles. The average poster 
sells for $3.50 to $5 and the 
average 8-by-10 black and 
white publicity photo goes 
for $1. 
Tim Neeley pointed to a 
$15 poster of the Jam es Bond 
film “From Russia With 
Love” and said the same 
poster sells for $65 in 
Chicago. 
. w 
“Even $15 is too much for 
most St. I.ouisans,” he said. 
“The collectors know the 
values because they can’t 
buy it for that price by mail. 
But the person who walks in 
off the street thinks we’re 
overcharging. They don’t 
realize that this is like stamp 
collecting, where you have to 
pay more for something 
rare.” 
His brother said he wants 
to give movie buffs a break. 
“I know how much I paid 
for a poster,” he said. “I’m 
making a good profit. I’ve 
been a fan and collector for 
15 years, so I know what it’s 
like to be ripped off. I don’t 
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want to rip off fans.” 
Jerry Neeley, a sometimes 
science-fiction writer and 
dedicated movie fan, said he 
had not planned on becoming 
a shopkeeper. 
“We bought and traded 
movie memorabilia until it 
was overflowing from our 
homes,” he said. “We were 
sort of forced into this.” 
Polwort said: “It’s not 
really work,” Polwort said. 
“It’s more like a hobby. I 
would never have worked a 
12-to-15-hour day at another 
job.”_________________

“The hardest part of my 
job is sitting on my tail all 
day, driving,” he said.

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Plight of stained sink

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DEAR POLLY — Recently we moved into a new 
home with a badly darkened or stained marble sink in 
the bathroom. Vinegar, bleach and other household 
cleaners have not helped. Do you have any suggestions 
short of putting in a new one? 
Also, I am a great one to mark my calendar with all 
special occasions, birthdays, and doctor’s ap­ 
pointments. I keep such calendars for as long as five 
years so I am able to check back on things. I am saved a 
lot of research. — SARAH LEE. 
DEAR SARAH LEE — It may be that a new sink is 
the only answer to your problem. There are times we 
have to give up and face the fact there is no hope. Just 
washing off the bleach does not give the bleach time to 
work on anything that is as badly stained as your sink 
evidently is. Fold a cloth several tim es, soak in chlorine 
bleach and lay it on the stains. Leave it perhaps all day 
or all night. Cover it with a piece of plastic (a dry 
cleaner’s bag would work) so the cloth does not dry out. 
Rinse off. If the stains have not departed but there are 
some signs of improvement you might try again. Some 
stains also respond to a gentle rubbing with ammonia 
and hydrogen peroxide. Rinse off well whatever you use. 
I prefer trying such things in the daytime. Then the 
cloth can be redampened if it dries quickly. After mar­ 
ble is cleaned a thin coat of colorless wax could be 
applied to give it a glow and make it more soil and spot 
resistant. Good luck. —POLLY 
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DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with the price stickers 
that are put on the front covers of books and albums. I have 
stopped giving them for gifts because so often the stamps 
would not come off without taking some of the cover paper 
with them. 
Also, shoe salemen tell me that “A” width women’s shoes 
are no longer made in the price range of $35 or under. I had to 
give away two pairs of “AA” width as they pinched my feet, 
but “B’s” fall off, even with padding in the heels and over the 
arch. I have to keep wearing my old shoes so I will not fall. 
Four friends have the same complaint and would like 
manufacturers to know they are causing us a lot of pain.

DEAR POLLY — I have an easy way to clean window 
screens. Have a bucket of hot sudsy water and a broom at 
hand. If possible, choose a windy day so they will dry faster. 
Lay screens flat on the ground. Sweep across them one way 
and then the other. Rinse off with the garden hose and prop 
them against a wall or fence to help drain dry. If you do this 
before storing them for the winter make it an early morning 
chore. When dry stack and cover them with an old sheet of 
plastic. —JAN.

consuming steps, the specialist says. 
Master Mix 
5 pounds flour (approx. 144 cups) 
2 4 cups dry milk solids 


3/4 cup double-acting baking powder 
3 tablespoons salt 
2 tablespoons cream of tartar 
4 cup sugar 
2 pounds vegetable shortening 
(approx. 4 2-3 cups) 
Stir baking powder, salt, cream of 
tartar, dry milk solids and sugar into 
unsifted flour. Then sift all together. 
Cut shortening into above until mix 
looks like cornmeal. Place In A 
Tightly Covered Container. Store at 
room temperature. Yield 29 cups of 
mix-enough to make about one recipe 
of each product given below. 
YELLOW OR 
CHOCOLATE CAKE 
Preheat oven to 375 degrees F. 
Measure 3 cups mix, 4 cup sugar, 2 
eggs, I cup water, and one teaspoon 
vanilla-and, for chocolate cake, 4 
cup cocoa.

COFFEECAKE 
Blend together 3 cups mix, 4 cup 
sugar, I egg and 2-3 cup water.

Brewer’s back door begin to fade in 
the cool fall mornings, she knows it’s 
cake baking tim e again. 
Soon after the first frosts arrive in

Buckhead, Mrs. Brewer, 63, starts 
firing up her three ovens, preparing to 
bake dozens of coconut, carrot, 
caramel, chocolate and fruit cakes. 
She bakes cakes the year round but 
says, “My heaviest season is in the 
fall, 
gettin g 
ready 
for 
the 
T hanksgiving 
and 
C hristm as 
holidays.” 
“One of my specialties is an all­ 
butter pound cake,” she said in an 
interview. “ I sell more pound cakes 
than anything else.” 
Mrs. Brewer began cake baking as 
a hobby many years ago, “just to see 
if I could do it.” The hobby becam e a 
thriving b u sin ess. She said she 
grosses about $5,000 per year, nets 
only about $2,000. 
“ I bake close to a thousand cakes a 
year. November and December is the 
busiest time, and it will run to about 
265 cakes in those months.” 
Her daily record is 32 cakes. Her 
worst run of bad luck was the day she 
burned out two oven units and a light 
switch and ruined four cakes. 
The Brewers’ large, comfortable 
home is just up the road from their 
country grocery store and gas station. 
She sells som e of her cakes there. 
But most customers place their orders 
by phone and com e by to pick up their 
cakes in Buckhead or the nearby town 
of Madison. 
Her fame as a baker of fine cakes 
has spread beyond Morgan County.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Building 
or buying a new home is likely to cost 
you about eight percent more this 
year than it would have last year. 
The National Association of Home 
Builders 
provides 
that 
figure. 
A 
spokesman says the median price of 
new homes sold during the first seven 
months of this year was $47,900, 
compared with $27,600 five years ago. 
The home builders group claim s 
rising costs are threatening to squeeze 
many wouldbe home buyers out of the 
market. 
A new 
recession in the 
housing industry could result. 
The group blames the price of 
lumber that went up 20 percent during 
the month of August alone. It has risen 
90 percent in the past two years. 
It hints broadly that timber con­ 
servation on 
federal 
lands, com ­ 
plicated by confused federal policies, 
is at fault for restricting the supply of 
wood and driving prices up. The group 
says Congress is already tinkering 
with classifying millions of additional 
acres of federal lands in such a way 
that they cannot be logged. 
The builders’ statements probably 
signal the start of another round of a 
longstanding battle between conser­ 
vationists and the lumber and home­ 
building industry. 
Environmentalists claim the timber 
industry has denuded its privately 
held lands and now wants to “scalp” 
public lands to m eet consum er 
demands for more wood 
The National F orest 
Products 
Association denies this. It claim s huge 
volumes of timber are rotting away on 
federal lands, most of which are 
National Forests controlled by the 
Agriculture Department. 
Both sides seem to agree there is no 
shortage of timber. They disagree on 
how to go about getting it. 
Douglas Scott of the Sierra Club’s 
Seattle office thinks the housing in­ 
dustry is unfairly singling out the 
price of wood. Scott says it really is a 


small factor compared with labor and 
other home building costs 
He says timber now being harvested 
from public lands in Alaska is being 
sold to Japan. 
Scott contends the answer is better 
management, including thinning out 
forests so trees will grow bigger, and 
using money that would have been 
spent on road-building to improve 
forest h arvestin g techniques and 
management. 
“ It is true one could harvest a great 
deal of timber from National Forests 
if one said these are no different than 
the timber farms of industry, if you 
disregarded recreation, watershed, 
wildlife and so on,” Scott said “ But 
the American people have said ‘no’ to 
that in no uncertain terms 
“When we talk about areas where 
decent trees are located, these are 
areas all over the West which are used 
today by local people and people from 
all over the country for wilderness 
outings, hunting and fishing, as well 
as for scenic value and the protection 
of watershed. 
“ If we scalped all of that, the 
devastation in the West would be akin 
to what happened in the Lake States in 
the 1800s when the timber barons 
rolled through.” 
Scott also says much of the ad­ 
ditional land Congress is thinking 
about making into wilderness areas is 
not timber land, and a big chunk is 
Alaskan tundra. 
Jack 
M uench, 
chief 
of 
the 
economics division at the National 
Forest Products Association, says: 
“The federal government controls 
58 percent of the softwood saw timber 
in this country. If there is any in­ 
crease in the lumber and plywood 
supply, the timber has to com e from 
public lands.” 
He also contends that there would 
be no wild swings in lumber prices if 
the government stopped using housing 
“as a sort of whipping 
boy 
for 
monetary adjustm ent.”

Catering to Elderly 
Nutritionally Important

When older people were 
asked their most serious 
problems, in a survey spon­ 
sored by the National Council 
on Aging, they listed these in 
order of concern: Fear of 
crime, fear of poor health, 
fear of poverty, and lone­ 
liness. 
So, when a nutrition pro­ 
gram for the elderly was set 
up through the Older Ameri­ 
cans Act of 1965 (HR3704), it 
was declared that the pur­ 
pose of the program, known 
as Title VII, would be to pro­ 
vide persons at least 60 years 
of age and their spouses, re­ 
gardless of age, with nutri­ 
tious meals and supportive 
services. 
The focus is to serve per­ 
sons with low incomes who 
cannot afford to eat ade­ 
quately; persons living alone 
and lacking incentive to pre­ 
pare well-balanced meals; 
persons with limited mobility 
and handicaps that make 
shopping and meal prepara­ 
tion difficult, and persons 
who are lonesome and need 
Companionship 
Several nutrition centers to. 
provide both nutritious meals 
and supporting social serv­ 
ices have been established. 
Nutrition centers are par­ 
tially dependent upon con­ 
tributions, and participants 
are encouraged to share in 
the meal cost. Contributions 
are confidential and there is 
no financial means test. 
Nutritionists 
plan 
the 
meals to make certain that 
they are well-balanced. This 
is a sample menu: 


Chicken Cacciatore 
Savory Rice 
Waldorf Salad 
Cinnamon roll 
Coffee, iced tea, milk 


All four basic food groups 
are represented: meat, vege­ 
tables and fruits, breads and 
grains, dairy products 
The elderly taking meals at 
Title VII nutrition centers 
were asked to name three 
foods they liked, three they 
disliked, and three that they 
thought were “ good for 
them.” 
Answers were received 
from 488 persons over 59 
years of age. These were the 
results: 
Foods most liked: Beef, po­ 
tatoes, chicken, green beans, 
pie, pork, dried beans, lettuce 
salad, cake, fish. 
Foods 
most 
disliked: 
Carrots, parsnips, broccoli, 
spinach, peas, cabbage, okra, 
turnips. 
Foods “good for them:” 
Fruits, vegetables, meats, 
milk, bread, cereals. 
It becomes obvious, from 
this sampling, that although 
those questioned knew that 
vegetables were good for 
them, vegetables were most 
disliked. 
Why? In her cookbook, 
“Wingsof life,” Julie Jordan 
gives this answer: “One of 
the reasons many people 
don’t find vegetables exciting 
is the traditional American 
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way of preparing them: 
Vegetables are dumped in too 
much water and overcooked. 
“They lose their taste, 
color, and much of their nu­ 
tritive value. There are two 
cooking techniques which 
avoid these pitfalls, both 
commonly used in the Orient 
but as yet rarely used here. 
The one I prefer is stir-frying. 
The other is steaming.” 
To Stir-Fry Vegetables; 
Heat 2 tablespoons of peanut 
oil, or sesame oil, or olive oil, 
or a combination of oil and 
butter, in a heavy frying pan 
or wok. Drop in a tablespoon 
of chopped onions and herbs, 
such as rosemary, thyme, 
basil. Stir-fry about 2 min­ 
utes, until onions are trans­ 
parent but not browned. Add 
vegetables sliced thin, or in 
case of cauliflower and broc­ 
coli, broken into flowerlets. 
Stir rapidly for about 2 min­ 
utes; cover, and let steam for 
about 2 minutes or until vege­ 
tables are crisp-tender. (Do 
not overcook.) Season with 
salt, pepper and more butter 
if desired. 
Here are some recipes to 
change anybody’s mind about 
those ' most disliked” vege­ 
tables: 


CARROTS LYONNAISE 
2 tbsps. butter or mar­ 
garine 
3 cups thinly sliced carrots 
cup chopped onion 
I tsp. sugar 
^4 tsp. thyme 
l 4 tsp. salt 
Few grains pepper 


Heat butter in a saucepan. 
Add carrots and remaining 
ingredients. Cover and cook 
over medium heat about 15 
minutes or until carrots are 
tender. Stir occasionally. 
Serves 4. 


BAKED PARSNIPS 
4 medium-sized parsnips 


2*/2 tbsps. butter 
l6 tsp. salt 
1 beef or chicken bouillon 
cube 
:,4 cup water 


Pare parsnips and cut into 
halves lengthwise; discard 
cores if woody. Place them in 
a buttered ovenproof dish. 
Brush with butter and sprin­ 
kle with salt. Dissolve bouil­ 
lon cube in boiling water and 
add. Cover and bake until 
tender, between 30 and 40 
minutes. Serve with butter, 
fresh ground pepper and 
lemon. 


QUICK 
CREAMED BROCCOLI 


2 lbs. broccoli 
1 can condensed cream of 
celery soup 
2 tbsps. butter 
I tbsp, chopped chives 
^ cup cornflakes 


Wash broccoli, peel stems 
just up to flowerlets if heavy; 
steam until barely tender, 
about 15 minutes. Place in 
ovenproof dish'. Heat' soup, 
undiluted, 
with 
butter, 
chives, salt and pepper’to 
taste. Pour over brdCOoli. 
Crush cornflakes with a roll­ 
ing pin and sprinkle over all. 
Bake at 350 degrees for 15 
minutes or until hot and bub­ 
bly. 


Canned spinach can be 
squeezed dry, topped with a 
creamy sauce and baked with 
a cheese topping, and it’s edi­ 
ble. But if fresh spinach is 
available, don’t bother. Raw 
spinach is perfectly great 
prepared in this old-fashioned 
way, newly discovered by 
elite restaurants:

At a recent symposium, 
sponsored jointly by the Cali­ 
fornia Dietetic Association 
and The Dairy Council of 
California, many old myths 
concerning the diet of ath­ 
letes were dispelled. 
One in particular, per­ 
petuated by many coaches 
and physical fitness training 
programs, is the special need 
for large quantities of pro­ 
tein, specifically from animal 
sources. 
Protein is needed to in­ 
crease the size of muscles 
and to replace other body 
protein, but to use it just prior 
to a performance as a quick 
source of energy is not as ef­ 
fective as other foods. 
A wide variety of foods to 
provide vitamins, mineral 
and caloric requirements has 
proven to be the superior 
training table menu. 
Athletes and their coaches 
are constantly searching for 
a super diet or formula that 
will provide a competitive 
advantage, an understand­ 


able goal. 
During the past few dec­ 
ades, trainers have used a 
number of erogenic, or work- 
producing aids that theoreti­ 
cally were supposed to im­ 
prove performances. Sim­ 
plified into four broad cate­ 
gories, they have used the fol­ 
lowing: 
1. Nutrition — specific 
foods, especially formulated 
diets, vitamin and mineral 
supplements. 
2. Mechanical — heat, cold, 
massages and ultraviolet 
rays. 
3. 
Psychological 
— 
hypnosis. 
4. Pharmacological — am­ 
phetamines and anabolic 
steriods. 
The biochemists and ex­ 
ercise physiologists studying 
the influence of selected nu­ 
trients on physical activity 
are now suggesting newer 
principles for maximum per­ 
formances. 
A normal, well balanced 
diet should be consumed by 
the athlete about three hours 
before events of either long or 
short duration. This allows 
time for digestion and ab­ 
sorption of the food. 


One important considera­ 
tion is water balance, es­ 
pecially in endurance com­ 
petitions. If the body fluid 
losses rise above 4 per cent or 
5 per cent of body weight 
through perspiration, athletic 
performance may be im­ 
paired. The body tempera­ 
ture mechanism may be al­ 
tered. 
To avoid heat injuries dur­ 
ing performances of long 
duration, The American Col­ 
lege of Sports Medicine 
recommends 
that 
par­ 
ticipants drink 400 to 500 ml. 
of fluids with only small 
amounts of sugar, sodium 
and potassium. 
Current commercial solu­ 
tions, often used during ath­ 
letic events, have a con­ 
centration of sugar which 
slows the rate of the empty­ 
ing of the stomach. This re­ 
sults in the athlete carrying 
too much fluid in his stomach 
during competition causing 
him to slow down. Water 
should be taken frequently 
during competition but with­ 
out concentrated sugar. 
The loss of iron through 
sweating is known as “sports 
anemia.” Iron rich foods such 


as meats, especially liver, 
eggs, apricots, raisins, broc­ 
coli, 
spinach, 
enriched 
breads should be emphasized 
in the diet of all athletes, par­ 
ticularly women. 
Foods causing gas forma­ 
tion should be avoided. Ade­ 
quate salt intake can be ob­ 
tained from bouillion, broths 
and consommes. 
To maintain high energy 
levels and prevent low-salt or 
dehydration syndromes, the 


athlete may need to eat dur­ 
ing games.

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Machine Embroidery 
Popular Creative Hobby 


Freehand machine em ­ 
broidery is one of the most 
popular creative pastimes. 
It is fast, easy and fun to do. 
With practice, you can 
develop skills to embroider 
just about anything, says 
Beverly Rhoades, clothing 
specialist with the Texas 
Agricultural 
Extension 
Service, The Texas A&M 
University System. 
For 
freehand 
em­ 
broidering, clean and oil 
your 
sewing 
machine, 
remove the pressure foot 
and lower the feed dogs (or 
cover with metal plates, 
depending on the features of 
your 
sewing 
machine). 
Choose a tightly woven 
fabric for freehand em ­ 
broidery, the specialist says. 
While regular thread may 
be 
used, 
machine 
em ­ 
broidery thread (size 30, 50 
or 60 may give a fuller, nicer 
look. To accomodate larger 
thread, use a size 14 or 16 (90 
or IOO) needle. Beginners 
may want to use polyester or 
cotton-covered polyester 
thread to help eliminate 
thread breakage. As skill is 
developed, 
cotton 
em ­ 
broidery thread gives a 
beautiful luster to 
the 


finished product. 
Less expensive, white 
basting 
thread 
is 
ap­ 
propriate for the bobbin 
unless stitching will show 
from both sides. 
To prevent puckering in 
freehand embroidery, use an 
embroidery hoop. Choose 
one that is large enough to 
provide a good working 
surface, but small enough to 
maneuver easily. A plastic 
or wooden hoop with an 
adjustable screw is best. 
Avoid metal hoops which 
may damage the machine 
and hoops that will not hold 
fabric tightly. The fabric 


should be tight enough to 
sound like a drum when it is 
tapped. 
The fabric placement for 
machine 
embroidery 
is 
opposite that for hand em­ 
broidery. If the fabric is 
placed in the hoop in the 
usual way, it will not work. 
So that the fabric will lie 
flat on the bed of the 
machine, place the fabric 
right side up over the larger 
ring, insert the smaller ring, 
and tighten the screw. 
With embroidery scissors 
handy, you are ready to 
begin freehand machine 
embroidery.

Dealing with depression 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 


DEAR DR. LAMB - Are 
the a n ti-d e p e ssa n t drugs 
merely temporary aids or do 
they have any long term 
benefits? How does psy­ 
chiatry combat depression 
and do you see any usefulness 
in biofeedback and other 
sim ilar techniques? What is 
the difference betw een a 
manic-depressive person and 
a typical depressive person? 
DEAR READER — Depres­ 
sion is a symptom. It can be a 
manifestation of a neurosis or 
in its mildest form a change in 
mood. At the other end of the 
spectrum it can be a psychosis 
of major importance. There 
are no sharp dividing lines and 
th e d e c isio n as to the 
significance of depression and 
what it represents depends 
upon the individual case and 
how disabling or even painful 
it is to the person. 
Depression is part of the 
three major psychoses which 
include the manic depressive 
you asked about, the in­ 
volutional melancholia that 
affects older people and the 
frank psychotic depression. 
The psychotic depression is 
seen in a person who is 
severely disabled. He may not 
speak or if he does it may be 
very slowly and even all 
physical movement may be 
slow. 
The manic depression is a 
psychosis that causes a person 
to be manic — “high” — with 
delusional thoughts of great 
things and excess activity. 
This phase may be preceded 
or followed by a depression 
The cycles may be interspers­ 
ed with periods or normal 
mood swings and norm al 
behavior. 
The anti-depressants are 
temporary in the sense that 
they don’t cure anything but 
enable the person to feel 
better and function better 
while the cycle is being com­ 
pleted. 
Various medicines 


may be used in combination 
w ith 
a n a ly s is o r p s y ­ 
ch o th erap y . 
E lectrocon- 
vulsive therapy (ECT) often 
gives immediate relief. It is 
very useful in the severely dis­ 
abled person. 
I don’t think much can be 
gained from biofeedback in 
tre a tin g th e d e p re ssiv e 
groups. 
Psychotherapy that 
enables the person to unders­ 
tand and cope with the reality 
of his life situations, modern 
drugs and. if needed, ECT are 
usually effective. 
It is important to realize 
that a person who has a 
depression needs professional 
help. The friendly neighbor 
approach just isn’t advisable. 
The doctor responsible for the 
case must deal with complex 
problems beyond what a good 
friend can usually do. Just 
listening isn’t enough. 
Some of these people are 
definitely suicidal and they 
may not be able to help 
th e m s e lv e s . 
They 
need 
someone to protect them from 
themselves when they are in 
this vulnerable phase. Non­ 
professional meddling may do 
more harm than good. 
Depressions tend to recur. 
Some of them, such as manic 
depressions, have a tendency 
to occur in families as an in- 
h e r i t e d c h a r a c t e r i s t i c . 
Depressive responses can oc­ 
cur with some medicines and 
so can ma ni c reactions. 
Steroid hormones may cause 
some people to have manic 
depressive responses.

M ountains; 
th ree canyon, snow and 
desert hiking treks across 
New Mexico; an 11-woman 
bicycle ride in the snow 
across Massachusetts to the 
Atlantic Ocean, and an all 
woman canoe trip that took 
the first mail into a back­ 
woods section of Maine after 
the spring thaw. 
“ There’s this big myth in 
A m erican 
culture 
that 
women and wilderness are a 
polarity. It becam e the 
m an’s role to clear the land 
for women. So it’s a big 
reversal for a woman to find 
she can deal with wilder­ 
ness, too,” Ms. Hardin said. 
“ Pioneer 
women 
had 
plenty of challenges and 
ways to use their physical 
stren g th 
and 
problem ­ 
solving abilities in lifeand­ 
death situations. But women 
haven’t had those challenges 
for a long while. Now they 
need to have the freedom to 
try out new roles and see 
what they like about them .” 
“ It’s important w e’ve been 
able to prove we can do it on 
our own, have a good time 
and come back safely,” Ms. 
Cole said. 
TTie option of participating 
in outdoor activities with 
men rem ains possible, but 
both women point out that 
“men have had the option of 
all-m ens’ climbs and trips 
forever.” 
“ There are still a lot of 
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people who see this as a 
transition. They say, ‘you’ve 
been on enough of those trips 
with women that you should 
be able to keep up with men 
now.’ But this isn’t an in­ 
terim thing,” Ms. Hardin 
said. “Women now need to 
learn how to play together 
and trust each other. Having 
adventures together is a 
terrific way 
for that 
to 
happen. 
“ It’s easy to fall into the 
old roles when there are men 
around. When men do things 
alone, 
they 
assum e 
nur­ 
turing roles that are nor­ 
mally left to women. And 
when 
women 
do things 
alone, they take risks that 
might be left to men. When 
they’re together, they revert 
to the same old roles.” 
“The role thing is always 
there with m en,” Ms Cole 
said. “ With women there are 
no assumptions about what 
you can or can’t do. And 
some of the myths were self- 
fulfilling. For example, in 
the equipment room all the 
boots were big, huge boots 
for men. So people said 
‘women don’t like winter 
camping because their feet 
always get cold.’ Well, big 
surprise, it’s because the 
boots didn’t fit them. 
“ Women climbing is not as 
new now as it was a couple of 
years ago. But a lot of 
womens’ climbing up till 
now has been done with 
boyfriends and the women 
wouldn’t be leading hard 
parts of the climb. On our 
trips women lead the hard 
parts, too. 
“ There are more and more 
really 
good 
w om en’s 
climbers. But it is just a 
beginning. 
T hey’re 
still 
within the framework left by 
men climbers. Who knows 
where the personality of 
women climbers will take 
climbing?” 
Ms. 
Hardin says more 
“real energy and tim e is 
spent on aesthetics” during 
women’s expeditions. 
“The internal side of the 
trip is often as important as 
what route was taken and 
what 
was clim bed,” 
she 
said. 
“ Most women just expect 
not to be able to know how to 
RING UP 
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do some things. It’s such a 
treat to become competent 
at those things. It’s much 
m ore 
earthshaking 
for 
women to discover their 
strength, because it is not 
expected ” 
Ms. Cole: 
“ T here are 
myths for women to get in 
touch with, too. Things like 
women are good with nature 
when it comes to things like 
gardening. 
These 
ad ­ 
ventures give women a 
chance to deal with nature 
with physical strength and 
endurance, not just through 
garrlf»ninp ” 


While women might have 
been able to experience 
some outdoor activities in 
the past, Ms Hardin said, 
“things are opening up now 
so that women can take it 
seriously and take the ac­ 
tivity as far as they want, let 
it be an obsession if they 
want. Women can be ob­ 
sessed with a climb as much 
as m en.” 
For 
her, 
that 
m eans 
planning a climbing and 
hiking trip in Peru’s Andes 
Mountains next year. 
“ That,” she said, “should 
be really exciting.”

strongly about the dangers 
that may come from shifts in 
the body fluid and shifts of 
the electrolytes.

“ Over a one-week period, 
the average American shows 
the following predisposition 
to belly-up to a dining table 
(or counter) other than his 
own: 
“ Two-thirds eat at least 
one meal out (73 percent of 
men com pared to 63 percent 
of women.) 
“ A 
substantial 
one-fifth 
eat out five or more tim es.” 
Dietrich found 65 per cent 
eatin g 
in 
re g u la r 
restaurants, 55 percent in 
fast-food outlets, 13 percent 
at their places of work and 12 
percent at other, unspecified 
places. 


His statistics are from an 
exclusive nationwide survey 
of more than 6,500 men and 
women. It was m ade by 
Trendex in cooperation with 
the m agazine. 
Grocers who see fast-food 
operators as m ajor threats 
to their business are only 
p artly 
righ t, 
the 
study 
showed. 
for every two m eals 
eaten out 
at a 
fast-food 
outlet, three are claim ed by 


regular restaurants. 
“ The real alternative to 
eating 
at home will, 
in­ 
creasin g ly , 
be 
sit-down 
re sta u r a n ts,” 
the 
study 
indicated. 
The 
m ain 
re aso n s: 
household 
incom e 
and 
education. 
People below the $20,000 a 
year level eat fewer than 
three m eals a week away 
from home. Even for them, 
restaurant m eals are about 
30 per cent more frequent 
than the fastfood variety. 
Above 
that 
level, 
“ the 
taste for glass, silver and 
linen 
in stead 
of 
pap er, 
plastic and Form ica holds 
sw ay.” 
As 
incom e 
rise s, 
the 
number of weekly m eals out 
passes four, and fast-food 
o p e ra to rs’ 
sh are of the 
m arket drops to 25 percent. 
Diners’ out start to kick 
the burger habit at about 25 
years 
of 
age, 
but 
their 
loyalty to other purveyors of 
food 
aw ay 
from 
hom e 
rem ains stably close to 1.3 
m eals a week over several 
decades. 
R estau ran t m eals have 
their greatest appeal to 45-to 
54-year olds, who have the 
money to support the habit. 
The drop-off in m eals 
eaten out occurs after that 
age not so much from choice 
as from limited income, the 
su rvey su g g e sts; 
eating 
often 
in 
all 
typ es 
of 
restaurants decreases after 
54. 
Other fa c to rs that in­ 
fluence eating out are length 
of residence in a community 
and people’s m arital status.

Holiday Decorations 


C h ris tm a s 
p la n n in g 
already?

from the woods, you’ll need 
to start collecting them now. 
The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture has some tips on 
what to collect and how to 
make wreaths, trees, and 
other decorations. For your

You can gather most of the 
plants you’ll need from fields 
or along country roads. If it’s 
private property, get per­ 
mission from the owner first. 
And don’t forget that most 
parks 
have 
regulations 
against taking plants. 


Collect more things than 
you think you’ll need. 
It 
takes a lot of pine cones and 
seed pods to make even a 
small decoration. 
When you bring the dry 
material into the house, put 
it immediately in a warm 
oven (about 150 degrees) for 
15 to 30 minutes. This w ill k ill 
any insects. 


Pine cones w ill most likely 
head your list. For tailored 
wreaths you’ll need cones 
that are as uniform in size 
and shape as possible. For 
free-form wreaths, collect as 
many d iffe re n t sizes as 
possible, from tiny hemlock 
cones to huge long-leaf pine 
cones. It’s best to gather 
cones after the scales have 
fully opened out. But, the 
scales close up again if the 
cones become wet. To open 
them, just put the cones in a 
w arm 
oven 
(about 
150 
degrees) for a few hours. 
You’ll also want to collect 
an assortment of large and 
small acorns. Acorn nuts pop 
out of their cups when they 
get to a certain stage of 
dryness. Be sure to pick up 
both the nuts and the cups 
under the tree you choose— 
you can sort out which nut 
fits into which cup later. 


Large acorns can be used 
individually but small ones 
show up best in clusters. 
Although your decorations 
w ill consist mostly of plant 
material, you w ill need a few 
things from the store like 
glue, maybe some plastic 
foam and wire. 
Florist wire is the easiest 
to work with. 
The most 
economical way to buy it is 
in roll form. If your florist 
doesn’t carry it, check a 
craft or 
hardware store. 
And, you can buy an inex­ 
pensive wire cutter at either 
a hardware store or the 
florists’ supply house. 
When you use the wire on 
your cones, just slip it bet­ 
ween the scales so that the 


wire is hidden from sight or 
shows as little as possible 
To wire acorns and nuts such 
as pecans and w alnuts, 
you’ll need to d rill a small 
hole first.
